.When bigger and better sal­ 
vage drives are wanted, Harbor 
City will put them over. Take 
that community's effort in the 
current scrap rubber drive for 
instance: 

Originally, Harbor City set 
three tons as Its goal, which we 
know now was too low, being 
only 1.5 pounds per capita. How­ 
ever, two days after the drive 
opened the quota was reset at 
nine tons, or 4.5 pounds per 
person. This quota was achieved 
in a week and the mark was 
raised to 15 tons, then 18 and 
now It Is the ambitious goal of 
Harbor City leaders to collect 
25 tons, or 12.5 pounds per per­ 
son.
